“It means, 
first, an equality of opportunity for the obtain: 
ing of profitable contracts for railway construc: 
tion, mining, ete; secondly, equal customs 
rates at the port of entry; and, thirdly, equal 
‘treatment in the matter of railway. rates. ‘The 
third ofthese points has hitherto been igaored. 
Tt is now’ proving to.be the main obstacle to a 
complete understanding between Engl:nd and 
Russia. - The British Government ‘asked that 
the rates on any railways‘that may be built in 
the Russian sphere should be settled by agree 
ment between the two countries,. To this 
Russia objects, arguing that the interference of 
English officials, in the management of mil- 
ways running through territory redognised as 
politically under Russian influence, would be 
a source of constant irritation. : 


. BRITISH MARITIME POWER. 
———o—_— 

A discussion took place in tlie Constitutional 
Club recently ‘when Sir Jobe Colomb,.M.P.; 
introduced’ the subject of “British Maritime 
Power.” Sir John Colomb at the outset drew | 
attention to" the geographical and economic 
conditions of the British position. to-day com- 
pared with these conditions 100 years ago, 
dwelling on the gnormous expansion - of the 
Empire since the battle of the Nile was fought. 
With respect to the change which had taken 
place in the nature and constitution of the force 
which had to defend our world-wide Empire, 
the only thing that really had not changed was 
the character and the. characteristics. of the, 
~ mn . With respect to the ap: 
plication of naval farce, Sir John Colomb 
said sea supremacy, in his judgment, meant 
not-so much that you had ‘more ships in the - 
abstract than your enemy, but that you could 
| produce a force strony, enough ta -keep the 
enemy in. port. The formula that: Britain's 
‘fleet should be as ‘strong as that of any other 
two nations comibined he would rather express 
, by. saying that our fleet must be equal to the 
\ousiness of locking up the fleets of any two 
Powers, To do this we must face an ever: 
increasing expenditure and secure more ports’ 
and coaling stations, The multiplication of 
ports naturally led to the question of the duties 
ofthe Army in relation to the Navy. Ifwe 
fortified we must garrison, and, looking at the 
whole problem-of defence, it was .was impos- 
sible to separate the question of thé Army from 
that of the Navy, The Navy might be‘called 
the, British ‘shicld and the Army. the 
British spear, and the Army was essentlal 

he. complement of the. assertion ,.of 
power, The necessity of thid ‘was 
in the helplessness of Admiral Dewey, 
when, having destroyed the Spanish fleet off 
the Philippines, he had no traups to fallow up 
his advantage. No amount of sea supremacy 
and the locking up of the enemy’s flects would 
ever, in his judgment bring 
rtinental Pawer toa termination, He could not 
too carnestly enforence the yiew that the com: 
plement of naval supremacy must be the posses- 
sion of a mabile Army surficient to bring war to 
‘atermination. «In conclusion, Sir John Colomb 
urged that every effort’ should be made to 
arouse fecling in the colonies in favour of direct 
contributions from the taxpayers of Greater 
Britain for the maintenance of British maritime 
power, :
